DALLAS, Tez., January II.— i special 


to the AVtc* from Oklahoma City. O.T., 
says : There 13 an uprising in the Semi- 
note nation and 100 armed Indiana have 
killed twenty-five citizans of Pottawat- 
tomie county, thia territory. Tha In- 
diana are Booking to avenge the recent 
burning of Lincoln McUeiaey and 1'aluier 
Simpson, two Indiana of the Semino n 
tribe, who were accuBe.1 of murdering 
and outraging Mrs. Lead of Maud post- 
offics, 
A. special train has gone to Earl- 


boro, ten miles Irom Maud, and excite- 
ment ia higher than ever before known 
in the Indiau Territury, 


WICHITA, Kan., January 11. —A Epecial 


to the tiuijle from Shawnee, 0. T., eays : 
The train from the east tonight brought 
to thia city a car containing every woman 
and child of Earlboro. The passengera 
confirm previous reports and oay a 
pitched battle between tne Indians and 
settlers took place this afternoon near 
Maud poatofficp, resulting in the wiping 
out of several families. 


A later dispatch from Shawnee aava : 


A message call for more arms has just 
been received from Earlboro, a town of 
about 100 inhabitants, nine miles east 
of here, Baying that nearly 300 Indiana 
have declared vengeance on the town 
and are moving toward the place, declar- 
ing that they will barn the place. 
Grave fears are entertained for the eet- 
tlera. 


A special train waa eent from here and 


150 armed men left for the scone. The 
trouble was caused by farmers burning 
two Indiann, who ravished and mur- 
dered Mrs. Lead last week. The whole 
country is aroused. 


GuTii.iiE, O.T., January 11.— Deputy 


marshals arriving here from Maud re- 
port a reign of terror in that section of 
the territory. 


The lynching of two Sominolo Indians 


has provoked the Seminolas to threaten 
vengeance. A dozen families are re- 
ported to have left their farms in the 
vicinity of Maud. One deputv brings a 
report that two whitemen were captured 
by Seminolo bucks yesterday and put to 
the thumb torture. 


United Stataa Marshal Thompson re- 


ceived instructions todav to send a force 
of deputies to co-operate 
with 
the 


Indian Territory officials in quelling the 
outbreak. 


SOUTH McALESTER, O.T., January 11. 


—A 
telegram received here at 6.40 


o'clock thia evening by the train din- 
catcher of the Ghoctaw, Oklahoma and 
Gulf railroad states that a band of 150 
Semiuole Indiana are on the warpath 
and ara leaving behind them* a trail of 
blood. The telegram waa sent by the 
railroad agent at Earlboro. The elation 
agent gave the additional 
information 


that the band atarted from a point sir 
milea sout of Earlboro with the avowed 
intention of Batting fire to Tecumseh and 
killing all whoui the? met, but that the 
Indiana were reported to have changed 
their course and were, at the time of 
sending the message, heading toward 
Earlboro. • 


The receipt of this startling in form a- 


-tion has created intense excitement in 
South MuAletter. Federal Judges Town- 
aend, Springer and Thomas, who are in 
the city, are anxionely awaiting furthet 
newa. 


Scores of people here who have rela- 


tives at Earlboro are besieging the tele- 
graph office for newn, but the agent baa 
either left Earlboro station to gather 
further information, or perhaps, haa 
been slain or driven to seek shelter. If 
Earlboro cannot be reachad soon by 
wire, a train will be dispatched from 
bare at midnight bound for tbe scene of 
the reported massacre, nnder orders 
•from Judge Springer, and having on 
board all the available deputy marshals 
tinder command 
of Captain Grady, 


while the Secretary of War will be 
wired to ordered troops from Fort Reno, 


The general officas of the Ohoctaw, 


Oklahoma and Golf road have ordered 
out a special train from Shawner, bear- 
ing volunteers armed with Winchesters, 
to intercept the Indians at Earlboro and 
prevent further bloodshed. 


Not Even a Vote. 


WASHINGTON-, January 11.— The civil 


service debate, which was inaugurated 
in the house a week ago, ended today. It 
opened with a row but ended very 
tamely. There was not even a vote on 
the appropriation in the executive, legis- 
lative and judicial appropriation bill for 
the committee upon which the do bate 
was predicted. The Republicans who 
are Reeking to modify or repeal the law 
decided to let the debate come to a close 
t^day. 


Robbed a Postofrice. 


PORTLAND, Or., January 12.— The jury 


in the Unites States district court today 
returned a verdict of guilty in the case 
against Julian Epping who has been on 
trial for conspiracy to rob the Portland 
postofm-B while chief of the registry de- 
partment. George Watson, who waa 
indicted jointly with Eppmg was rtc- 
qaitted.

River Traffic. 


ST. Louis, January 11.— The St. Louia 


ccd New Orleans Anchor line made an 
assignment at noon today to Archibald 
Woods, conveying to him for the henpflt 
of creditors, all of the steamboats, 
largea, stock in etorp, elevators, land- 
ings and other property of the compauy 
of every kind. 


The Anchor line wsa organized tie 


year alter the war, and it was one of the 
first corporationa started in the AVoat. 


Prior to that time there wero eliort 


steamboat lines running between St. 
Louis and Cairo, Cairo and ItluiuphiB, 
and Vicbsburg, Vickeborg and Natchez, 
and Natchez and New Orleans. These 


B tort lines were all taken into the An- 
c tor line company. The small boatd 
unsuitable for the trade wore con- 
demned, laid up or eold, and now boats 
were built. 


Two lines were started — one between 


St. Louis and Memphis and the other 
letwean St. Louis and N"ew Orleans. At 
the various towns along the Mississippi 
river freight elevators were built and the 
controlling interest in these elevators 
wa3 held by tbe Anchor line or people 
nterested in it. 


Between 18G4 and 1SSO the Anchor 


iuo practically controlled the traffic on 
he waterway between St. Louis and 
tfemphia and Now Orleans. About 1SSQ 
,he Mississippi Valley Transportation 
Company of St. Louia was organized. 
This line with its powerful etern wheel 
ow boats and its grain barges cut into 
he Anchor line business. The bargea 
and tow boats could be operated cheaper 
ban the Anchor line's floating palaces, 
tnilroada were built on each Bide of the 
Mississippi and the passenger travel 
went from the boata to the railroads. 
Secretary Forbes Zeigler said today : 
'The vast amount of liabilities has not 
ieen determined, but there is no doubt 
he assets will caver them fully. Hard, 
ucfc nag pursued us for two years.

Brilliant Speech of 


Senator Davis. 


The Islands Are a Strategic 


Necessity. 


If This Country Does Not Annex 


Them the Nicaragua Canal 


is Closed.

Davis eontiuued and 
completed his 


ppeech in the executive et^sion of the 
senate today on the Hutvaii;l.n question 
and was followed by Senator Allen of 
Nebraska who apoke in opposition. 


Mr. Davis requested ia the beginning 


;hat no questions should be asked dur- 
ng tho presentation of hie argument, as 
he preferred, he said, not to have tho 
continuity of his thoughts broken. The 
speeches today were devoted largely to a 
irescmtation of tho strategic featurea 
of annexation. lie displayed a chart in 
ront of tho presiding oiliCBr'a platform, 
allowing the location of Hawaii relative 
tot hie country and to Asia. One of the 
lointe brought out with considerable 
ilaboration was the probable tffect on 
he Nicaraguan canal of the occupation 
if the islands by some foreign power, 
ile illustrated by a reference to the map 


i ho wing that Hawaii was iu a straight 
inebatwnen tbe western terminus of 
,he canal and JJapan and China. The 
nation he said, which controls Hawaii 
will control taatcreat 'doorway of com- 
merce. The gnne planted on Hawaii 
would ba planted directly at the mouth 
u! Uit) canal, 


tie alao devoted careful attention to 


;he imoortance of controlling Pearl har- 
ior, now owned by the United States, 
lie rend extracts from r a part a by en* 
linears aud others in confirmation of 
;hia statement, and in support of a 
statement which he made an to tha 
character of the harbor, whicu was that 
t was eafe and commodious, and could 
>e easily defended. He aleo presented 
he necessity for controlling Hawaii aa R 
mse of supplies ia case of hostilities, 
aying that it was aimost necessary to 
loutrol U for thia reason on account of 
he impoasibiiity of R war ship crossing 
he Pacific without replenishing her 
coal supply. 


Mr. Davia ridiculed the objection 


made by Japan that tha addition of Ha- 
waii aa United Hlntee territory wonld 
work a violation of Japan's treaty rights 
n tbe ialands. He eaid, in reply to 
hia objection, that all rights wonld 
ioubtlesa ba protacted, and instanced 
.he creatiou of the German umpire, aa 
bowing the offset of annexation upon 
he treaties of various countries which 
enter into a consolidation. 


He referred to Japan's protest aa au 


ndication of a natural tendency to cap- 
lire Hawaii and eaid that the govern- 
nent of that country should have been 
atUtled witb the territory wrested from 
3hina instead of wanting to gorge her- 
alf by the addition of Hawaii. 
Mr. Davis called attention to the ap- 


>arent cordial relations existing between 
"apan and China, aa manifested by 
span's offer to lend her fleet to Rng- 
and in her oparationa ia Chinese watern, 
where he eaid the greatest naval demon- 
tration oE history wae about to be made. 
IB did not indicate a belief that imme- 
liate war would be the result of Earo- 
iean competition over Chinese territory. 
)n the contrary he called attention to 
ha fact that the Bags of Great Britain, 
Trance, Germany and Russia were float- 
og aide bv aide. The only way in 
which the United States could protect 
hemselves against thia division of ter- 
itory would be to control the Hawaiian 
stands. In case we should fail to do 
thia there waa danger of losing very im- 
wrtaat trade advantages which were 
rapidly developing in the far eaat. He 
referred to the improvement of the com- 
nercial outlook between the United 
Uateaand China and instanced the fact 
bat one Minnesota firm had exported a 
lalf million dollars worth of flour to 
,bot country. 


The last half hour of Senator Davis' 


speech waa devoted to a recapitulation 
of the nnbject, in which he dwelt at con- 
siderable length and portrayed in etrong 
attgaage the origin and close of great 
wars, which waa intended to iiluatrate 
.he probable ultimate result of present 
operations in Chinese waters. 


When Senator Davia took his Beat he 


waa congratulated by almost every sena- 
or present upon tbe fnrca of liia argu- 
ment. Both Senators Hoar and Mae on 
wore heard to remark that it was a great 
iity that tha rules of an executive sea- 
ion prevented the publication of the 
entire document. 


.Senator Allen, Populiat, of Nebraska, 


ollowed with ft speech in opposition to 
be treaty, which waa comparatively 
brief. He called attention to the dis- 
ance of Hawaii from our ehorea, ro- 
erred to the neceiaity we wonld 09 nn- 
lur of defending tho islands in caf-.e of 
war and claimed that on this account it 
wan necessary for the United States to 
establish and maintain a separate fleet 
or their protection aa well aa an army 
on tho islands. 


Ho paid that cnal waa no loncer an im- 


jortant factor of war and contended that 
be United States was in far greater 
danzcr from the British establishment 
it E«quimault than it conld possibly be 
jecauee of the location of auy foreign 
lower In Hawaii. He deprecated the 
dea of a°aimilatinc?uch a population as 
hat of Hawaii, calling attention to the 
act that almoit half of it waa composed 
of Chinese and Japanese. He contended 
hat the annexation of the islands wonld 
open tbe doora for a violation of our 
awa for the exclusion of Chineso, bolti- 
ng that they could find admission and 
prevent Hawaii's becoming a state of 
lie nnion at some future time, and de- 
clared that tbe people of that country 
were not of a character calculated to 
end acceptable senators to Washington. 
There wae apparent today a diepoa!- 
ion on the part of aomo senators who 
announce themnnlvca undecided aa to 
what course to pursue on the Hawaiian 
question to mix it with tbe Cuban proh- 
em. They ore frienda of Onba and 
heir desire to have the administration 
ake a most pronounced pnpHion in the 
ntcrnels of Cuba us a return for their 
Bsietance on tbe Hawaiian treaty.

Fire Completes the Work of 


of the Storm. 


FORT SMITH, Ark., January 12.— Two 


ecore of human livea uad upward o 
$1,000,01)0 worth of property ivere de- 
stroyed by a terrible tornado which 
aur:t upon this city a fmv minutea past 
U o'clock last night. The storm struck 
ne.ir the National cemetery and tore its 
way through the entire city, leaving ta 
jath marked by death and dOEolotion. 
Men, women ami children, peacefully 
asleep in their homes, were, without a 
moment's warning, awakened to meat a 
horrible death in tho fearful Btorm, 
whila others, momentarily more fortu- 
nate, and who escaped the furiea of the 
wind, met & worae fate a few minutes 
ater in the flames which enon engulfed 
many of the wrecked buildings. 


Tno ficono following the first terrible 


crash of the storm wap one of awful 
;randenr. 


Business blocks, handsome mansions, 


hotels and humble cottages were razed 
o the ground and acattered in ahapeleas 
masses. Several of tha wrecks cflueht 
ire and the inilammablu timbers burned 
uriously. 
The city waa crowded with rural 
iaitora, many of whom were sleeping ut 
joarding houses until registered. For 
hia reason the number of victiuia who 
perished may never ba deOnitely known. 


Tno Btorm atrucfe tlia city near the 


National cemetery and ewupt its way 
hroimli the heart of town. Leaving Fort 
Smith, it bounded by Van Buren and 
on tinned down the river, demolishing 
verything in ita path. Newa from out- 
ide points ia nut yet at hand, hut ru- 
mora of much damage aa far south aa 
Alma have reached here, it being re- 
lorted that a number of persona were 
tilled near that place. 


IE Fort Smith the tornado struck Gar- 
ison avenue at the r,nrner of Ninth 
trflnt and made a' clean sweep from 
here to the Texaa corner. Nine build- 
nga were demolished and tho stocks of 
;oods ruined. Sixteen other buaineaa 
houses on the street were badly wrecked. 


The upper floor of the block on the 
orner of Garriaon and Toweon avenues 
a used aa a flat. The ruins caught fire 
rom the night lamp. Several bodiea 
were taken from diesa ruiua, two of them 
)eing GO badly burned that they could 
carcely be identified. 
Bnrgesa' hotel, a three-story brick, on 


lowaon avenue, waadeinolished. There 
lave been eight bodiea already taken 
rom the ruina. Rescue parties are still 
t work at both places and expect to uud 
avaral more bodiea. The federal court 
a in aesaion and that haa brought a great 
nany farmers here, who crowded the 
beaper boarding hou&ea and wagon 
arda. The National bouse, a two-atory 
rame, went down in wreckage with fif- 
een inmates, but all escaped without 
erioas injury. 
George Carter's house was one of the 
rat struck, and it turned completely 
ver and ia now supported on the roof, 
thalf paueof glass was driven througtt 
barter's body, almost severing his head 
rom the trunk.

Senator White Lacks Sup- 


port. 


His Opposition to- Hawaiian An- 


nexation Finds Little Sen- 


atorial Favor. 


WASHTSGTOS, January 13. — Tbe senate 


did not make great progress with tha 
Hawaiian annexation, treaty today. 
Several speeches wete delivered, bat ia 
every instance tha speakers announced 
thaV today's remarke were merely pre- 
liminary to what they should say before 
the close of the debate. 


Tue executive session opened shortly 


after 1 o'clock with. Senator White on 
the floor, but Senator Stewart inter- 
rupted and 
others cut the California. 


Senator out of tbe discussion. Those 
who spoke -were Senators Stewart, Frye 
and Morgan. 


Senator Stewart of Nevada eapported 


the treaty and waa the first Senator to 
diecaea the question of nngar in connec- 
tion with thfl anbject. Ua aaid all sugar 
landa were now occupied and little was 
left excepi landa available foe the pro- 
duction of coffee. Senator Stewart eulo- 
gized tbe natives as- intelligent and 
docile, lie a aid thera were many of 
them in California and that they were 
well regarded there. 


Senator White interrupted to aak why, 


if the Kanakas were so well thought of, 
they had not been consulted on the 
question of annexation. Mr. Stewart 
replied that throughout their history, 
up to recent yearahthey had been anx- 
ious to have theii country become a part 
of the United SEates. 


Senator Frye- spoke npon the com- 


mercial and military aspects which an- 
nexation presented in favor of the- 
United States. He called attention to> 
the fact that some senators complained 
that no one stayed in tbe chamber and 
listened to the debate upon thia Impor- 
tant subject. He devoted considerable 
time to the importance oi the Nicaraga* 
cans , which could not ba maintained 
un eea Hawaii waa ours. Senator Frye 
thought tbia was an important epoch in 
onr hietory, and if we did not annex 
tha islands now we could not complain 
if they were annexed to any other na- 
tion or if any other nation ehoald take 
them. 


Senator Morgan made tbe principal 


speech of tbe day and occupied the time 
of the eonats until it adjourned. He 
will continue tomorrow. 


Senator Morgan went into a detailed 


history of the Hawaiian islands from 
thd time of their discovery to tbe prei- 
ent. He believed it waa the intemion 
of President Cleveland to have restored 
Queen lalinokalani to her throne and 
after that transaction to have opened 
negotiations for the annexation of Ha- 
waii under her reaime. Tbia assertion 
brought Senator Chandler to hia feet 
with the queation aa to "what authority 
there wan for the aaaertion. Mr. Mor- 
«an replied that there waa no spec si 
authority, but he waa expressing: hia 
opinion nnd that of course would have 
been ia keeping with tbe logic of events. 


Senator White asked if thia treaty waa 


not a treaty with the -oroviaional gov- 
ernment and what was "to be done re- 
garding the "natives and their rights. 
Senator Morgan said that he had fnliy 
answered that question in a previous 
portion of hia remarks, but he would re- 
view the subject for the benefit of the 
California senator. In the earl? part of 
the present century, he said, Vancouver 
went to the islands, and on hia third 
trip the then King of the islands, a na- 
tive, aaid ho would concede them to 
Great Britain and acknowledged tho 
sovereignty of England. 


As to tbe oft repeated assertion that 


the United Statca WOB trving to absorb 
the islands without the wish of the 
kanakas. Senator Morgan said that for 
the last 100 yeara th& government of the 
iaandaand the peopb of the islands 
were anxious to secuid the sovereignty 
of a strong power and secure a local self- 
government. 


Senator White aeked Mr. Morgan why 


the islands were not annexed in 1843 
and how It waa that the proooial for 
annexation had to wait 
until the 


islands were ia tbe possession of the. 
land grabbers who were trying to fur* 
tber their personal fortunes. 


Senator Morgan aaid that if attention 


had been given to hia remarks on the 
subject of annexation in 1343 senators 
would have understood wby we inter- 
vened. The history of that time is in 
the documentary evidence which had 
been printed and discnssfd often before. 
He believed that the islandt should 
have been annexed at that time, and 
believed that they should be annexed 
now, and the reason B which existed 
then for annexation had multiplied a 
tmndred times. What former authori- 
ties had refused to do WRB no excuse 
why the United States ahoold refute 
now, as it was evident that annexation 
was lest, both for the people of thft 
alands and for this country.

upon this point reads aa follows: 


No officer of snob city shall be inter- 


ested directly or indirectly in any con- 
tract with euch city, or with any of the 
officers thereof, in their °Bxu\™.VW«t. 
or in doing any work, or furnishing any 
enpplies for tbe use of such city or Its 
officer! in their official capacity; and 
any claim lor compensation for work 
done, or jnppliea or materials Inrnuned 
u which any «nch officer is interested 
u wmcn »ui 
amilted and allowed 
anal! DO voia, ana n »uu»*=".- 
.hall not be paid by the treasurer 
Any 


willful violation of tbe nroviaionj oi 
Sis section .ball ba a aronnd for re- 
rnoval from office, and shall be deemed 
a misdemeanor and punished a« such. 


The purpose o! thil law is clearly to 


prevent city officer, from becoming 
directly or indirectly interested m con- 
tracting with tbe city. Opinions may 
differ, however, aa to exactly where the 
lines .hall be drawn. If it is illegal for 
a contractor for city work to buy mate- 
rial from an officer of the city, it is then 
a fact that the law has not been adhered 
to for several yearn past, aod that if it 
had been, a decided hnrdlhip wonld 
have been worked to the city. Trans- 
portation charges would have been paid 
from tome distant points npon every 
thousand of brick uaed, and Iheeiwu 
in co«t wonld evidently have been con- 
eiderable. 


Bnt as a matter o! course the fact lhat 


the city has saved money because its 
contractor! have oasd brick made in 
Preano county, instead of importing 
them from Stockton, Oakland or some 
other place, cots no.figure with the 
Erpmilor ii it can raise a howl abont 
aome Republican in office and create the 
impression tbat corruption and robbery 
are the regular occnpation of every ofh 
cial who doea not happen to train in it 
party.

fraocisco gave judgment in favor of tbe 
^cificMotual Life Insurance Company 
Q an action brought against the c< m- 
piny to recover 110,000 on an accident 
neorance policy held on the life of a 
roung 
Englishman 
named Croabie. 


3roBbie went hunting witheomefriends, 
became eeparated from them, and WSB 
afterwards found with a rifle ball in tbe 
eft breast. Ho died Boon after being 
conveyed back to bia residence. Before 
hia death he stated, in anewer to qaee- 
iione, that hia rifle had gone off acci- 
dentally. 
The 
defendant 
company 


claimed tbat there was no evidence 
showing that Oroabiehad not committed 
suicide, and that tbe manner of his 
death ebowed tbat ha bad wilfully ex- 
posed himself to danger. 


Judge Seawell, in deciding in favor of 


the company, held that dying declara- 
tions were not admissible evidence in 
civil caaea, and that while the legil pre- 
somption always went, against suicide or 
murder, yet, in an action to recover on 
an accident policy, if the actual manner 
of death cannot be shown, euch sur- 
rounding circumstances must at least be 
shown SB to enable tbe court in arrive 
at a fair and reasonable conclusion as to 
the manner in which the decedent came 
by his death. The burden oi proof in 
this regard rested upon the plaintiff, 
and he had failed in his task. 


"It may have been an accident; vary 


probably wan," remarked JodgeSeawell 
afterward. "But I had no means of 
ascertaining satisfactorily, one way or 
the other."

Too many insurance companies try to 
escape paying the policiea issued by 
them when they become due, and in 
view of this dishonest disposition the 
donbt ahonld always be decided in favor 
o! tho bereaved relatives.

Fees and charges of every 
aort are wholly abolished, and officers of 
the revenue, who may be Ruilty of exac- 
tion, ehall be punished according to the 
laws of China. If the Chinese govern- 
ment deniie to modify, in any respect, 
tho tariff, the modifications shall be 
made only in consultation with consuls 
or other functionaries 
thereto duly 


authorized in behalf of the United 
States, and with consent thereof. And 


additional advantacea or privileges of 


zhalever description, be conceded here- 
fterbyOhina to any other nation, tbe 
United States, and the citizens thereof, 
hall be entitled thereupon to a com- 
plete, equal «nd impartial participation 
n tbe same. 


These provisions we find upon inveeti- 
ation are retained or confirmed in all 
ubeequent treatiea between the United 
States and China relating to commerce 
and trade.

civen to seeing that animals have suffi- 
cient wnter. I have made eeveral ob- 
eerratioiia in regard to the effect by tact 
of water. A bull weighing 1260 pounds 
was allowed to go aix bonra without 
walor on a warm day and loat 100 
pounds. Twenty-five cattle driven forty 
milea loat 1750 pounds. Any cow left 
without water for twelve hours will loae 
100 pound", and sheep will loaa more in 
proportion. The necessity ot plenty of 
good pure water can readily bo seen. 


"Some of the slaughter houses are 


poorly equipped for keeping a constant 
(Mipnty of water for stock that may be 
kept several daya before being killed. 
At several places the water is pumped 
in tbo evening, and next morning the 
troughs will be dry. The stock stand 
all day without water and Buffer a great 
deal in hot weather. This is cruelty to 
animals besides a financial loas to the 
hntcherfl. When so neglected tbe ani- 
mals will not dreea well and their hide 
19 hard to take off. 


"Cattle that are driven a long dia* 
ance should not be slaughtered for 
orty-eight hours after arriving at their 
destination, as by that time they will 
not bo iu a feverish condition and tbe 
npat will keep better. 


"In slaughtering animals I think 


shouting or spearing ie the moat humane 
way. Beating the animal with a maul 
or an ax is cruel. Home of the meat is 
lot properly bled nor dressed by tbo 
mtcbora. and the wagons to deliver 
meat should bo kept cleaner."

At 
one time several days ago Durraut gave 
evidence of a collapse, but be managed 
to pull bis nerves together once more 
and proudly declined all offers of etim- 
ulants to enable him to muku a boll 
ahowing on the scaffold.

den Hale waa that no autopsy he held 
on hia body.

Manymembera of Em- 
manuel church assisted in the search 
or the miading girl, sud Kmoni; others 
wae Th'eodore Durrant, who had often 
cted ae Miflfl L^mont'a escort. 
Tbe ladies of Emmanuel church were 


engaged in decorating the ediOc^ ore 
naratory to the celebration of the Eaate: 
Sunday services, when tho mansled 
body of Minnie Williams waa fonnd nl 
mostnakod, in tbe library.

Pruning and Vine Diseases Dis- 


cussed — Alarmed 
by 


Hoppers. 


The Farmers' Institute held at Tem- 


perance colony yesterday wae not largely 
attended, although it waa one of the 
moat interesting institutes held in the 
county thia fall. The entire time waa 
devoted to eubjecta pertaining to prun- 
ing and vine diseases. 


Profeaeor Bioletti and ProfeHaor D. T. 


Fowler of the State University agricul- 
tural experiment elation were present to 
favor the yineyardista with many valu- 
able obseryationa. Professor Bioletti ia 
an authority upon pruning and vine 
diseases, and his papers were com- 
prehensive. 


The thripa or vine hoppers wera dia- 


cuseed and it ia feared that the peate 
will do great damage to the vineyards if 
not checked. No way of getting rid of 
the hoppers baa aa yet been tliacovered, 
and the prevalence of tbe insects thia 
winter caneea conaiderable cancern. 


Those attending tho institute como to 


the conclusion that immediate etepB to 
solve the hopper problem should be 
taken and tbe following resolution waa 
paaasd: 


"Ilcsoh-ed, By the Temperance Colony 


Farmera' Institute thnt the agricultural 
department of tho University of Califor- 
nia bo urgently requested to eend Fome 
ono of its faculty to Freano county at an 
early date to study and experiment upon 
the problem of the thripa or vine hop- 
per in the interest of the vine growers of 
the state. We pledge the active co- 
operation of the Fresno County Farm- 
era' Clnb in the prosecution cf this 
work." 


It is intended that an exhaustive 


study be made of tbo peat with the hope 
that aome means wil! be discovered for 
ita deatruction1. The authorities of the 
State University no doubt will take 
favorable action npon the request, as 
vineyardi*ta all over tho etato are inter- 
ested in thematter. Thefollowing reso- 
lution waa also passed: 


"The Farmera' Institute held at Ttm- 


perance colony on January 13th fully ap- 
preciating tbe value of the movement to 
bring the benefits and advantages of tbe 
agricultural department of the Univer- 
sity of California to the homes of the 
farmera, does heieby thnnk tho Board 
of Regents of the University of Califrr- 
ma for thia extension course of the col- 
lege of agriculture and trusts that it 
may be in the power of the Board of 
Regents to enlarge and extend the 
work."

County School Superintendent T. J. 


Kirk received a petition yeaterday from 
residents of blocks 5 and 3 in Aitmont 
addition asking that that territory be 
added to tbe Fresno city achool district. 
At present- the petitioners live in tho 
Bslmont school district aud send a num- 
byr of their children to the high ecbool. 
They are compelled to pay a special tui- 
tion fee for these pupils and desire to be 
annexed to tbe city school district in or- 
der to avoid thia tax. 


It will be remembered that several 


years ago ae a compromise to settle the 
controversy over the ownership of the 
Central school a portion of Roberiu pre- 
cinct was admitted into the citydiptvict. 


There seem a to be a (iieposition to np- 


poee adding any more territory outside 
of tba city limits to the Freauo district, 
ae tha residents dealre to remain outside 
of tbe jurisdiction of tho city eo far as 
other matters are concerned, having 
voted down every proposition to become 
a part cf the municipality. 


The matter of admitting the above ter- 


ritory into the city school district will 
be decided by Superintendent Kirk and 
the Board of Supervisors. 


The petitioners give the following rea- 


sons for their admittance: 


"We respectfully submit aa the rea- 


sons for thia petition, that there are re- 
aiding tliaiein a great many school chil- 
dren, who are at present attending the 
Freano city high school and are advanced 
in grades sufficiently far to be entitled 
to the instruction given in said high 
school; also thty are at present obliged 
] to pay a tuition fee to eaid Fresno city 


school diatrict in order tj be admitted 
to'raid school. 


"Wherefore, we respectfully request 


that said territory be added as afore- 
said.
